1. ON MAY 8, IN CONVERSATION WITH SOVIET EMBASSY COUNSELOR 
MYSHKOV, DEPARTMENT OFFICER MENTIONED DIPLOMATIC REPRESEN- 
TATIVE POPOV'S MAY 7 COMMENTS TO CONSUL GENERAL ON NON- 
APPLICABILITY OF SOVIET TRAVEL CONTROL RELAXATION TO CONGEN 
PERSONNEL. MYSHKOV SAID HE FELT THIS INCONSISTENCY COULD 

BE EASILY RECTIFIED BY MFA AND HE WOULD SEE WHAT THE SOVIET 
EMBASSY COULD DO FROM WASHINGTON. 

2. WITH REGARD TO CONGEN QUESTION, SOVIETS WERE NOT 
ALLOWED TO TRAVEL BETWEEN WASHINGTON AND NEW YORK ON 24- 
HOUR NOTICE PRIOR TO APRIL 5 MODIFICATION CONTROLS. THUS 
EMBASSY AND CONGEN PERSONNEL DID BRIEFLY ENJOY ADVANTAGE 
OVER SOVIET COUNTERPARTS IN US. RUSH 
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
